COMMITTEE  ACTIVE 

Percy,  an  unsuccessful  candi- 
date for  the  Illinois  governorship 
in  1964,  was  elected  to  the  U.S. 
Senate  in  1966. 

He  is  currently  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Banking  and  Cur- 
rency Committee,  Aeronautical 
and  Space  Sciences  Committee 
and  the  Joint  Economic  Commit- 
tee. He  also  represents  the  sen- 
ate on  the  Board  of  the  John  F. 
Kennedy  Center  for  the  Perform- 
ing Arts. 


Percy  entered  Republican  poli- 
tics as  a precinct  worker  in  1946. 
He  progressed  through  the  ranks 
of  the  party,  holding  such  offices 
as  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Repub- 
lican National  Finance  Commit- 
tee, 1955-59  and  Chairman  of  the 
Republican  Platform  Committee 
at  the  1960  National  Convention 
in  Chicago.

The  senator  received  his  bache- 
lor’s degree  in  economics  from 
the  University  of  Chicago  in  1941. 
As  a senior,  he  was  named  Uni- 
versity Marshal,  the  highest  hon- 
or accorded  a senior  student.

“Each  Life  is  Worth  Living” 
will  be  at  7 p.m.  in  the  de  Jong 
Concert  Hall.  The  play-concert 
will  be  presented  by  students  of 
the  Utah  State  Training  School  in 
an  effort  to  help  people  see  into 
the  unique  realm  of  the  retarded. 

Today  at  noon  in  the  Varsity 
Theater  students  from  the  Ogden 
State  School  for  the  Blind  will 
present  a program  of  music  from 
Bach  to  the  Beatles.  The  Girls 
Glee  Club,  school  band  and  in- 
dividual students  will  partici- 
pate. 

Past  theatrical  efforts  in  be- 
half of  the  handicapped  have  been 
of  the  “benefit”  and  “telethon” 
varieties.  “Each  Life  is  Worth 
Living”  is  an  attempt  to  depart 
from  this  tradition  of  speaking 
for  the  retarded,  while  keeping 
them  well-hidden.

The  Wilkinson  Center  will  cele- 
brate its  fourth  birthday  this  Mon- 
day with  a gigantic  open  house 
complete  with  entertainment  and 
refreshments. 

The  Center  was  first  used  May 
8,  1964  and  officially  named  on 
Sept.  25,  1964. 

Among  the  specials  to  feature 
the  celebration  will  be  a cut  rate 
on  bowling  from  10  a.m.  to  6 
p.m.  From  1 p.m.  to  3 p.m.  stu- 
dents may  challange  administra- 
tion representatives  LaVar  Rock- 
wood  and  Steve  Covey  and  also 
BYU  personalities  Paul  Gilbert 
and  Glen  Willardson.

Instead,  the  program  will  bring 
the  mentally  retarded  out  into 
society  where  they  can  demon- 
strate their  capabilities.  They  will 
star  in  a dramatic  musical  pre- 
sentation written  and  produced 
especially  for  them. 

The  play-concert,  written  and 
directed  by  Carol  Anne  Schuster, 
deals  with  the  dilemma  of  re- 
tarded children  facing  parents: 
whether  to  keep  the  child  at 
home  or  to  place  him  in  an  in- 
stitution or  training  school. 

The  students  will  po  r t r a y 
through  the  music  of  rhythm 
band,  chorus  and  soloists  their 
abilities,  joys,  and  needs  for  love 
and  recognition. 

According  to  Miss  Schuster, 
purpose  of  the  play-concert  is  to 
help  people  experience  with  the 
children  the  hopes,  dreams  and 
capabilities  of  the  mentally  re- 
tarded. 

Her  task  was  one  of  writing 
a play  based  around  music  the 
children  already  knew.  In  her 
words,  “Once  we  saw  and  heard 
the  extensive  repertoire  that  the 
children  are  capable  of  perform- 
ing, the  task  became  an  exciting 
one.”

“Obser- 
vers in  the  area  of  the  crash  said 
they  were  trying  to  regain  speed 
to  restart  their  engine.  The  plane 
lost  altitude  gradually  without  a 
sound  from  the  engine.” 

The  area  is  thickly  sprinkled  with 
villages  similar  to  the  ones  in 
which  Gagarin  himself  grew  up  be- 
fore he  captured  the  imagination 
of  the  world  by  making  the  first 
flight  through  space  on  April  12, 
1961.

Spring  Sports

Spring  has  sprung  on  BYU's  campus  and  Cougar  athletes 
have  returned  from  the  southlands  to  carry  on  their  cam- 
paigns under  sunny  Provo  skies. 

Why  do  BYU  teams  have  this  migratory  tendency  to 
visit  the  southwest? 

The  weather  is  the  major  factor.  Between  the  middle 
of  November  and  the  middle  of  Alarch,  Cougar  trackmen, 
baseball  players  and  the  golf  team  are  confined  to  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse  facilities  while  the  tennis  team  practices  on  the 
hardwood  flooi*s  in  the  Richards  P.E.  Bldg. 

Are  these  indoor  facilities  adequate  to  prime  athletes 
before  they  leave  to  challenge  opponents  in  California  and 
Arizona  who  play  their  respective  sports  outdoors  all  year- 
round  ? 

Coach  Glenn  Tuckett  remarked  that  the  baseball  facili- 
ties were  “gi*eat.”  He  admits  the  weather  is  a problem,  but 
Wyoming  and  Utah  (the  other  two  schools  in  the  northern 
division  of  the  Western  Athletic  Conference)  have  the  same 
problem. 

SIMILAR  FACILITIES 

Wyoming  and  Utah  have  similar  facilities  to  BYU  to 
prime  their  baseball  players  during  the  cold  months.  The 
players  can  have  batting  practice,  take  infield  and  throw 
baseballs  in  the  west  annex  of  the  Fieldhouse.  The  only  dif- 
ference from  the  outdoor  field  is  the  lack  of  grass  and  roof 
overhead. 

Tennis  mentor  Wayne  Pearce  summed  up  the  difficulties 
the  tennis  team  has  as  (1)  the  gym  courts  are  limited  for 
practice  to  a couple  of  hours  a week,  (2)  the  ball  comes  off 
the  court  fast  and  stroking  is  difficult  and  (&)  competition 
vith  other  schools  is  limited  to  Salt  Lake  City  facilities. 

Presently  a new  indoor  tennis  structure  is  underway 
which  will  house  four  courts.  The  facility  is  located  south  of 
the  fieldhouse  and  will  be  ready  next  year. 

The  track  and  field  men  are  scheduled  to  compete  in  10 
meets  this  year,  and  seven  of  those  are  on  the  opponent’s 
cinders.  That  could  be  an  indication  as  to  the  desireability 
of  other  schools  wanting  to  come  to  BYU  to  contest  predict- 
able weather,  a high  altitude  and  one  of  the  strongest  ag- 
gregations of  track  talent  in  the  nation. 

With  adequate  facilities  for  baseball,  tennis  and  track 
provided  on  BYU’s  campus,  golf  coach  Karl  Tucker  reportedly 
has  been  looking  with  interest  at  the  multi-million  dollar 
project  Howard  Hughes  is  undertaking  at  Las  Vegas  to  house 
a golf  course  under  a roof.

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BYU's  European  Students  Make  Comparison

One  way  to  strengthen  America’s 
feeble  image  in  Europe  is  to  bring 
Europeans  to  the  United  States 
to  learn  what  Americans  are  act- 
ually like. 

BYU  has  done  this  by  importing 
142  European  students. 

In  coming  here,  these  students 
have  discovered  that  some  things 
they  previously  thought  about  Am- 
ericans just  aren’t  true. 

BIG  FAT  TEXAN 
Beverly  Degn,  a graduate  stu- 
dent from  England,  says,  “I  like 
Americans.  I was  quite  surprised 
...  In  all  of  Europe  we  get  the 
image  of  the  big  fat  Texan  coming 
over  there.” 

One  European  student  feels  that 
the  U.S.  is  represented  abroad 
mainly  by  its  tourists  and  its  GIs. 
The  American  tourist  tends  to  be 
“less  inhibited”  than  he  would  at 
home,  and  “A  GI  is  any  soldier.” 

Once  a European  is  in  this  coun- 
try, however,  he  discovers  that  all 
of  its  people  are  not  like  those  who 
flaunt  American  dollars  abroad. 

TRUST  IN  AMERICA 
One  girl  from  Austria  finds  that 
at  home  U.S.  citizens  make  a 
“great  and  friendly  impression. 
They  trust  you  here  in  America.” 

Of  BYU  students  in  particular, 
Jan  Borgesen  of  Denmark  says, 
“They  are  kind  and  friendly  and 
helpful.” 


In  fact,  several  of  the  Euro- 
peans have  discovered,  like  Swed- 
ish Christer  Celion,  that  American 
students  are  “much  more  friendly” 
than  many  in  Europe. 

Provo,  in  particular,  impresses 
the  foreign  students.  “If  it’s  in  all 
U.S.  as  in  Provo.  I really  have  a 
fine  impression,”  says  Yugoslav- 
ian Sima  Nikolic,  a graduate  stu- 
dent in  physical  education. 

MOST  ARE  LDS 

Most  of  the  European  students 
are  members  of  the  LDS  Church, 
and  they,  like  Norwegian  Else 
Holm,  find  “It’s  easier  to  be  a Mor- 
mon here.” 

The  Europeans  have  found  the 
Church  to  be  basically  the  same 
on  both  continents,  but  feel,  as  an 
Austrian  student  stated,  in  Europe 
“They  are  kind  of  more  fanatic 
because  they  are  not  as  many  as 
they  are  here.” 

They  also  feel,  as  does  Beverly 
Degn,  that  “there  is  a big  differ- 
ence between  Americans  and  Mor- 
mon Americans.” 

UTAH  ISOLATED 

To  some  Utah  seems  “a  little 
bit  isolated  and  perhaps  too  con- 
servative,” as  it  does  to  Jan  Bor-: 
gesen,  who  moved  to  Provo  with ! 
his  parents  four-and-a-half  years  i 
ago.”  ^ ! 

In  particular,  Christer  Celion  i 
terms  the  short-skirt  controversy  | 
“pretty  ridiculous,”  feeling  thati 


I there  is  “really  not  so  much  to 
argue  about.” 

The  students  tend  to  like  BYU, 
but  find  that  the  American  uni- 
versity is  somewhat  different  from 
universities  in  Europe. 

Cornelius  Bregman,  a sopho- 
more from  the  Netherlands,  thinks 
that  American  public  schools  place 
less  emphasis  on  the  study  of  for- 
eign languages  than  schools  in  Eur- 
ope. 

“We  started  at  a very  young  age. 
While  attending  high  school  in  the 
Netherlands,  he  was  required  to 
study  English,  French,  German, 
and  Dutch.” 

LIKE  GRAD  SCHOOL  ' 

According  to  one  boy,  the  Euro- 1 
pean  university  is  a closer  equiva- 1 
lent  to  graduate  school  in  the  Uni- , 
ted  States  than  it  is  to  the  Am- 1 
erican  university.  The  Master  of  i 
Arts  is  the  minimum  degree  of- 
fered by  universities  on  the  contin- 
ent, and  as  many  as  half  of  the 
European  students  obtains  their 
PHD’S. 

One  area  where  students  from 
abroad  find  a vast  contrast  is  the 
area  of  dating. 


To  them  it  seems  that  Ameri- 
can young  people  are  more  caual 
in  their  dating  habits. 

DATES  EASIER 
Sima  Nikolic  says  that  “In  Eur- 
ope usually  you  can’t  date  a girl 
you  don’t  know,  and  here  it’s  very 
easy  to  date  a girl  you  don’t  know.” 

He  says  that  American  girls  are 
more  independent  and  less  inclined 
to  date  one  boy  at  a time  than 
their  European  counterparts.

Educators  Make  Strides 


For  Exceptional  Child

With  Exceptional  Children’s 
Week  highlighting  the  calendar,  at- 
tention has  been  drawn  to  an  area 
which  vitually  needs  support. 

BYU  educators  are  making  no- 
ticeable strides,  in  assisting  the 
exceptional  child  to  exercise  all 
his  capacities  in  leading  a useful, 
productive  life. 

The  Communicative  Disorders 
Area  of  the  Dept,  of  Speech  and 
Dramatic  Arts  is  involved  in  a 
relatively  new  movement  to  ex- 
pand into  special  education. 

By  cooperating  with  the  Special 
Education  Dept,  in  operating  a 
class  designed  for  children  with 
severe  communicative  problems. 
COMMUNICATIVE  PROBLEMS 
This  class  consists  of  eight  child- 
ren ranging  from  five  to  eight 
years  of  age.  According  to  the 
Coordinator  of  the  Communicative 
Disorders  Area,  Dr.  Gordon  Low, 
the  students  teachers  of  the  class 
are  still  concerned  primarily  with 
communicative  problems.  However, 
it  is  sometimes  found  that  mental 
impairment  and  communicative 
problems  overlap,  as  the  real 
source  is  difficult  to  determine. 

In  this  case,  there  is  some  block 
in  the  communicative  process 
which  prevents  self-expression. 
With  those  who  are  actually  men- 
tally retarded,  the  block  may  oc- 
cur somewhat  deep  in  the  inter- 
pretative area  of  the  mind  rather 
than  in  the  perceptual  areas,  such 
as  in  the  case  of  a hearing  defect. 

NOTHING  TO  ORIENT 
What  kinds  of  specific  handicaps 
are  faced?  According  to  Dr.  Low, 
many  of  these  children  have  noth- 
ing with  which  to  orient  basis  con- 
cepts that  other  people  take  for 
granted:  total  confusion  in  this  re- 
spect reigns  in  the  bewildered 
mind. 

For  example,  reading  is  based 
on  the  concept  of  passing  along 
the  page  from  left  to  right.  Many 
of  the  students  have  no  familiarity 


or  recognition  at  all  of  this  basis  ■ | 
idea.  In  order  to  illustrate  its !

tressed by  Maoism,  required  that 
the  party  must  be  in  control. 

ARMY  MEN 

The  downgrading  of  the  Party 
even  began  prior  to  September 
1965.  In  an  attempt  to  undermine 
the  Party  Mao  began  to  replace 
high  Party  men  with  army  men. 

Mao,  being  unable  to  rest  as- 
sured that  his  thought  and  pro- 
gram would  succeed  him,  had  be- 
come a reactionary— seeking  to  re- 
turn to  the  tactics  and  approaches 
of  the  Yenan  revolutionary  period. 

Mao  felt  that  the  Party  and  Ar- 
my were  allowing  the  masses  to 
lose  the  revolutionary  fervor,  de- 
siring to  use  lipstick,  to  wear 
watches,  drive  tractors  and  acquire 
sophisticated  weapons.  Therefore. 
Mao  chose  to  circumvent  the  regu- 
lar organs  to  push  his  revolution 
through  the  Red  Guard.  i 

The  base  of  this  Guard  was  in  the  S 
countryside  among  the  young  stu-  j 
dents.  They  were  called  into  the ! 
cities  by  the  hundreds  of  thousands  ■ 
to  “purify”  the  city  intellectuals ' 


and  workers  in  the  new  “Cultural 
Revolution”  and  to  rekindle  the 
Yenan  Spirit. 

According  to  the  authors,  the 
giant  that  is  Communist  China 
which  many  have  called  the 
“awakening  giant”  is  still  having 
great  difficulty  in  achieving  the  na- 
tional unity  and  international  re- 
spect it  desires.  The  great  Leap 
Forward  and  the  Great  Proletarian 
Cultural  Revolution  are  symbols  of 
impatience  and  frustration  more 
than  of  failure,  concluded  Dr. 
Farnsworth  and  Dr.  Horiuchi.

In  an  effort  to  better  understand 
the  problems  confronting  students 
ia  nursing,  research  on  “Attitudes 
Toward  Education  and  Choice  of 
Basic  Nursing  Programs”  will  be- 
gin this  fall  under  the  direction  of 
Marilyn  Lyons,  assistant  professor 
of  nursing. 

The  research  is  designed  to  find 
the  effect  of  student  attitude  to- 
ward education  and  socio-economic 
status  has  on  the  nursing  educa- 
tion program  chosen. 

SCREENING  STUDENTS 

Interaction  between  attitudes  to- 
wards education  and  socio-econom- 
ic status  on  the  choice  of  the 
school  type  will  also  be  studied.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  will  aid  in  more 
effective  screening  of  students,  ac- 
cording to  Miss  Lyons. 

The  study  is  based  on  the  as- 
sumption that  there  are  two  atti- 
tudes towards  education,  tradi- 
tional and  progressive. 

The  traditional  attitude  is  char- 
acterized by  a person  who  enjoys 
following  a completely  outlined 
course  of  study  and  who  has  dif- 
ficulty adapting  to  change. 


"There  are "thre^  basic  programs  a baccalaureate  nursing  degree.  It 


Miss  Lyons 
said. 

1.  The  diploma  program  in 
which  the  student  receives  instruc- 
tion and  experience  in  the  hospital 
only,  is  a two  or  three  year  pro- 
gram giving  a nursing  diploma.  It 
is  classified  as  a traditional  method 
of  nursing  education. 

2.  The  associate  degree  is  a two 
year  program  comprised  of  class- 
room and  practical  training,  lead- 
ing to  an  associate  degree.  It  is 
considered  a progressive  method. 

3.  The  baccalaureate  program 
is  a four  year  program  providing

All  of  these  programs  make  the 
student  eligible  to  take  the  state  li- 
censing examination  to  become 
a registered  nurse. 

Data  for  the  research  will  be  col- 
lected from  one  diploma  school  in 
Salt  Lake,  one  associate  degree 


school  in  Salt  Lake  controlled  by 
BYU  and  the  BYU  baccalaureate 
degree  school. 

The  subjects  of  the  research  will 
be  the  total  number  of  students  en- 
tering accredited  technical  and 
professional  nursing  education  pro- 
grams in  the  schools  mentioned 
above.
